From the Repeater Committee

The budget cycle for next year has begun. The process of planning gives the opportu- 
nity to look back and appraise the projects approved for this year. 


@ We completed the long process of returning the antennas to the tower. With the 
ending of the 90 day reply period required by NARCC, we are now coordinated on 
147.06 MH. It has been a long time since that windy day. 

The ATV equipment has been repackaged and the system users have bought a new 
amplifier. 

The radios for the packet nodes were replaced. With the move to the new nation- 
wide 144.39 MHz APRS frequency, more capable radios were needed. 

The necessary interface cards required for linking were bought for the controller. 
A new 220 repeater was purchased and will be installed before the end of the year. 
We are in the process of obtaining cavity filters for the two-meter machine. 

The Mt. Oso ATV link was put on standby until the ATV rebuild was complete. 


The committee has proposed some capital expenditures for next year. We have sub- 
mitted them to the board for inclusion in the 1999 budget. If there are other projects 
you think are needed, contact a board member. The budget will be discussed at the 
November board meeting. These are the committee proposed items: 


10 GHz ATV input. The budget request is $1000. 

10 GHz beacon. The budget request is $2000. 

6 meter link project. The budget request is $1600. 

The continuation of the ATV rebuild. The budget request is $1000. 

A mobile DF facility. The budget request is $750. 

The Mt. Oso ATV link. The budget request is $500. 

A voting system with two remote receivers. The budget request is $7000.

Pacific Division Update

FCC States Amateur Enforcement to be Emphasized 

Things may be changing for the better on the Amateur Radio enforcement 
front. The FCC announced late last month that all Amateur Radio-related 
enforcement investigation, evaluation, and processing has been transferred 
to the Compliance and Information Bureau. The change, effective Septem- 
ber 1 but not announced until more than three weeks later, was made “by 
internal arrangement” between the CIB and the FCC’s Wireless Telecommu- 
nications Bureau. The Wireless Bureau handles amateur licensing and, for 
the past several years, has coordinated enforcement with the CIB. 

The FCC said the main objective of the change was to “facilitate the 
Commission’s pursuit of compliance,” especially in the area of resolving in- 
terference complaints, a hot-button issue within the amateur community. 

“Amateur enforcement should have gotten more direct attention over the 
last few years,” conceded Riley Hollingsworth, K4ZDH, the CIB’s legal advi- 
sor for enforcement. “A lot of people think the FCC doesn’t care.” 

Hollingsworth will be the FCC’s point man in handling the complaints. He 
says FCC Chairman William Kennard “wants greater respect with respect to 
enforcement” at the FCC. Putting enforcement in the CIB’s hands should 
mean “a much faster, more effective response,” he said. 

ARRL General Counsel Chris Imlay, W3KD, says he’s “cautiously optimis- 
tic” that the change will improve the dismal amateur enforcement situation. 
“Now, CIB doesn’t have to just gather evidence and forward it to another 
bureau,” Imlay said. “It can act on it when it is ready. That’s a good situation 
compared to where we were.” 

The FCC’s public notice said the CIB staff now handles Amateur Radio

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Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club 
Repeater Operation Rules 


The Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club maintains and operates high-quality, wide-coverage repeaters for the use of all amateur 
radio operators. Operation and use of these repeaters shall comply fully with the Amateur Radio Service (Part 97) regulations of 
the Federal Communications Commission’s Private Radio Service, and the following rules of the Mount Diablo Amateur Radio 
Club: 


1. The repeaters are provided for the purposes of contacting and passing information between fellow amateur radio operators, 
and providing service to the public as a voluntary, noncommercial communication service, particularly with respect to provid- 
ing emergency communications. 


2. Inthe spirit of the Amateur Radio Service, users shall respect and support each other in a courteous and positive manner. 

3. Due to the wide coverage of the repeaters and the club’s large membership, the length of QSOs should be kept to a minimum. 
Conversations shall be limited to 10 minutes during commute hours; 6:00-9:00 am and 4:00-7:00 pm. Operators should 
always pause before transmitting, to allow another station to break in. Please use simplex frequencies or HF bands for “rag- 


chewing.” 


4. Operators shall announce their call sign before transmitting any touch-tone commands, at the end of each communication, 
and every ten minutes or less during a communication. 


5. There shall be absolutely no communications containing obscene, indecent, or profane words, language, or meaning. Discus- 


sion of political or potentially sensitive social issues shall be avoided. 


6. No one shall cause or condone the malicious or intentional interference of anyone’s communications on the repeaters. 


7. Operators shall not communicate with, or discuss the actions of, anyone who violates these rules. 


8. Control Operators are required to turn off a repeater to terminate improper operation or use. 


9. The Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club Board of Directors reserves the right to forbid the use of the repeaters by anyone who 
repeatedly violates these rules, or anyone who facilitates or encourages others to violate these rules.

enforcement matters “from initiation to 
resolution.” That includes complaints, 
amateur testing issues, warnings, mon- 
etary penalties, revocation hearings, and 
“in extreme cases” equipment seizure and 
prosecution through the Department of 
Justice. 

The Wireless Bureau continues to 
handle Amateur Radio licensing, includ- 
ing new applications and renewals, as 
well as all Amateur Radio policy and 
rulemaking matters. The change is ex- 
pected to have no impact on the Ama- 
teur Auxiliary. Hollingsworth said the 
change could, in fact, mean that the FCC 
will work more closely and more effec- 
tively with amateur volunteers in dealing 
with enforcement issues. 

Under the new arrangement, all ama- 


teur enforcement questions and com- 
plaints should be directed to the Compli- 
ance and Information Bureau, Compli- 


ance Division, Attention: Amateur Com- 


plaints, 1919 M St., Mail Stop 1500E1, 
Washington, DC 20554. 

The FCC also has instituted an “Ama- 
teur Enforcement Line” at 202- 418- 
1184. The automated system prompts 
callers to leave a name, a number, anda 
brief message. The CIB will return the 
call within the next business day.
